LICENSING CONDITIONS IN RESPECT OF 
PUBLIC SECTOR IMPORTS UNDER JAPANESE 
GRANT AID OF YEN 439.276 MILLION 
(4.39,276,000) (Debt Relief) FOR 1989-90 EX¬ 
TENDED BY TTIE GOVERNMENT OF JAPAN 
Section I—General Conditions ; 

I (i) The Japanese Grant Aid of Yen 4.39.276 
Million extended by the Government of Japan is 
untied in favour of CEOD and developing countries. 
Accordingly the commodities and service.s incidental 
thereto to he procured under tliis Grant Aid can be 
imported from Japan and all countries enumerated 
in the list at Anncxurc-I which will be the eligible 
.source countries under this Grant. The list of eligible 
commodities that can be imported under this Grant 
Aid is at Annexure-II. 

I (ii) The licence will bear the superscription 
"Yen 439.276 Million Japanese Grant Aid for 1989- 
90. The licence code for the first and second suffix 
will be “S”|JN”. These will also bg repeated in the 
letter from the GCI&E forwarding the import licence. 

I (iii) No remittance of foreign exchange will 15e 
permitted against the import licence, except bank 
charges to the Bank of India, T’okyo wdneh may be 
remitted tlirough normal banking channels. Any pay¬ 
ment towards Indian Agent’s commission .shoukl be 
made in Indian rupees to the agent in India. Such 
payments’ however, will form part of the licence 
value and will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

I (iv) The import licence will be issued on GIF 
basis with an initial validity period of 12 months. 
For extension of the validity period of the licence, 
the period licence should approach the licensing 
authority concerned who shall cpnsult the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) -in the 
matter. 

I (v) Film order must be placed on C&F basis 
on the overseas suppliers located in Japan and in 
other eligible countries mentioned in Annexurc-I and 
sent to the Under Secretary (Jap.) Department of 
Economic Affairs (Japan .Section), Ministry of Finan¬ 
ce, Nortlr Block, New Delhi (within 4 months from 
the date of is-sue of the import licence), “Firm Orders" 
means purchase orders placed by the Indian licensee 
on the Overseas supplier duly supported by order 
confirmation by the letter or purchase contract only 
sigend by both the Indian importer and the Overeas 
supplier. Orders on Indian Agents of Overseas sup¬ 
pliers andjor order confirmation of .such Indian Agents 
are not acceptable. 

I (vi) This condition of the placement of con¬ 
tracts within 4 moutlrs will ho created as not having 
been complied with unless complete contract docu¬ 
ments rercb the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs, Japan Section, wnthin four month.s 
from the date of i'.sug of the import licence. If firm 
orders as explained in para 1 (v) above can not be 
placed within 4 months fey valid reasons the licensee 
should submit the import licence to the concerned 
licensing authoride.s giving reasons why orders could 
not be completed with’n 4 months. Such requests for 
extension in the ordering period will be considered 
on the merit by the licensing authorities who may 
grant further extension for a maximum period of 
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4 months. If however, extension is sought beyond 4 
months from tlie date of issue of this import licence, 
such proposals will invariably be referred by the 
licensing authorities to the Department of Economic 
Affairs (Japan Section) Ministry of 1‘inance, Noifh 
Block, New Delhi who will consider such extension 
on tile merits of each case and communicate their 
decision to the licensing autlioritics for communica¬ 
tion to the licence. 

In fixing the terminal date for shipment it should 
he rioted that this date should not be beyond 31-3-91. 

Section II—Special points to be kept iu view wdiilc 
Negotiating a supply contract. 

II (i) (a) The C&F value of the contract should 
be expressed in Yen or US Dollar on Pound Sterling 
without fraction less than one yen, one rent or one 
penny and should exclude Indian Agent’s commission, 
if any, which should be paid in Indian rupees. In no 
circumstances the contract value should be expressed 
in Indian rupee or in any other currency. The FOB 
cost and freight amount may be shown separately but 
it should be clarified in the contract whether hie 
freight charges will be payable on actual basis on 
■whetlier die freight charges indicated in tlie contract 
would be the amount payable irrespective of the 
actual charges. 

(b) The contract should provide for payment on 
cash basis i.e. on presentation of shipping documents 
^ the Japanese suppliers to the Bank of India, 
Tokyo, 

(c) I'hc purchase order and tire supplier’s order 
confiitnation should be in English only. 

II (ii) Only one contract should be entered into 
against tlte import licence. In exceptional cases, more 
tfian one contract may be permitted to be entered 
Into, for which prior approval of the Department of 
Economic Allaigs, Ministry of Finance, should be 
obtained soon after the date of issue of tiie import 
licencci 

II (iii) Eligibility of Supplier 

The supplier shall be a national of the eligible 
source countries, or a juridical person registered and 
incorporated in the eligible source countries.
